Glorious Deſign which by the Favour of Heaven we have 
fo uccesfully begun; ro reſcue England, Scotland and Ire- 
land, from SL AVERY and'POPEKY, and in a Free Par- 
liament toeſtabliſh the. Religion, the Laws and the Li. 
berties of thoſe Kingdoms upon ſuch a ſure. and laſting 
Feundationgthat it ſhall not be inthe Power of any Prince, 
for the future, to intreduce Popery and T yrany, 
Towards the more eatie Compaſſing this great Deſign, 
we have not been hitherto .d=ceived in the juſt Expecta- 
tion we had of the Concurrence of the Nobility, Genrry, 
_ and People of Erg/and, with Us for the Security of their 
Religion, the Rettitution of the Laws,and the Reſticution 
of the Re-ettabliſhment of their Liberties and Properties:

Aﬀection for their Native Country, that they 
have already deſerted the Illegal Services they were in- 
eaged in, and have come over to Us, and have given us 
full Aflutance from: the reſt ef the Army, that they will 
certainly follow this Example, afſoon as with our Army 
we ſbalt approach near enough to receive them, without 
the Hazard of being prevented and betray'd. To which 
end, and that we may-the ſooner execute this juſt and ne- 
ceſlary Deſign we are ingaged in for the publick Safet 
© and Deliverance of theſe Nations, We are reſolved with 
all pofſible Diligence 'to advance fotward, that a Free 
Parliament may be) forthwith called, 'and ſuch Prelimi- 
_ naries adjuſted with the King, and all things ficit ſertled 
' upon ſuch a foot according to Law, as may give Us, and 
the whole Nation juſt Reaſon, to-believe the King is 
diſpos'd to make ſuch neceflary Condeſceniions on his 
part, as'Will give intire ſatisfaction and ſecurity to all, 
-and make both King and People once more happy. .
